To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Arnold  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Forty-first  Annual 
Report,  together  with  the  Report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Housing  Officer.  The  Report  is  again  an  ordinary  one  and  is  drawn 
up  as  nearly  as  possible  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Annual  Circular 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Circular  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  matter  which  has  occurred  in  previous 
reports. 

From  a local  point  of  view  the  public  health  of  the  district  has 
been  uneventful  ; excepting  for  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  and  one  of  Measles  in  July  and  August,  there  has  been 
no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  diseases  and  illness  generally  has  been, 
if  anything,  rather  less  than  usual.  The  mortality  rates  are  very 
satisfactory. 

Perhaps  the  chief  event  of  the  year  was  that  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  and  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  came  into  force,  the  former 
on  October  1st  and  the  latter  on  August  1st.  The  former  is  only  part 
of  a general  consolidation  of  the  law  relating  to  Public  Health,  and 
consists  of  347  sections  containing  all  the  legislation  which  was 
previously  distributed  in  innumerable  Acts,  making  for  easier  reading 
and  reference.  With  certain  minor  exceptions  the  whole  Act  is 
obligatory.  Two  important  alterations  have  been  made  as  regards 
notifiable  diseases.  Puerperal  Fever  and  Continued  Fever  are  no 
longer  notifiable  ; the  former  has  now  to  be  notified  as  Puerperal 
Pyrexia,  and  there  appears  to  me  a certain  disadvantage  in  dropping 
the  old  term  “Continued  Fever’’  for  though  it  is  a vague  term  and  has 
no  definite  meaning  in  medicine,  it  encouraged  the  notification  of  an 
ill-defined  disease  which  might  eventually  turn  out  to  be  infectious. 

Under  this  Act  it  is  now  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  a district  being  a welfare  authority  to  send  duplicates  of  all  the 
birth  notifications  received  by  him  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  No  definite  time,  except  “as  soon  as  may  be,’’  is  specified  ; 
ours  are  sent  weekly.  I fail  to  see  that  this  regulation,  except  perhaps 
for  statistical  purposes,  is  going  to  be  of  any  great  benefit. 
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The  Midwives’  Act  has  made  provisions  for  a domiciliary  service 
of  full-time  salaried  midwives,  care  being  taken  in  the  establishment 
of  such  a service  that  the  most  suitable  women  are  attracted  to  this 
work,  that  their  conditions  of  employment,  with  reasonable  salaries 
and  holidays,  enable  them  to  give  of  their  best  to  their  patients,  and 
that  their  skill  and  knowledge  are  maintained  at  a high  standard. 
In  the  past  in  some  districts  the  midwifery  service  has  not  been  all 
that  could  be  desired,  many  midwives  lacked  sufficient  practical 
experience  to  ensure  that  they  were  well  up  in  their  work.  The  new 
Act  has  resulted  in  the  resignation  of  a large  number  of  women  who 
were  too  old  to  continue  in  practice  or  who  only  attended  a very  few 
cases  in  the  year.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  refresher 
courses  for  all  midwives  remaining  in  practice.  An  important  point 
in  this  Act  is  that  midwives  must  exercise  adequate  ante-natal 
supervision  of  their  cases,  so  that,  even  if  the  women  cannot  be 
persuaded  to  attend  the  ante-natal  clinics,  they  are  kept  under 
observation. 

There  are  three  official  midwives  in  this  district. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  5,532, 
showing  an  increase  of  312  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  population  at  the  middle 
of  the  year  at  17,450,  an  increase  of  630  on  the  previous  year’s  figures  : 
the  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  77,  which  is  less  than  in 
1936,  so  that  according  to  these  figures  there  are  approximately  553 
new  inhabitants  in  the  district. 

There  were  196  deaths  during  the  year,  98  males  and  98  females  ; 
the  crude  death  rate  is  11.23  and  the  adjusted  (comparability  factor) 
11.67  per  1,000  of  the  population.  These  figures  are  a little  higher 
than  the  previous  year’s,  but  were  below  the  average  of  England  and 
Wales  which  were  12.4.  There  were  273  live  births  and  the  birth  rate  is 
15.64  per  1,000  of  the  population,  a decrease  on  the  previous  year  ; 
the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  14.9.  There  were 
11  infant  deaths  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  40  per  1,000  births, 
a record  for  the  district,  compared  with  58  for  England  and  Wales.

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Social  Conditions: 

These  vary  little  year  by  year  ; coal  mining  is  the  chief  industry 
employing  male  labour,  whilst  hosiery  factories,  the  brewery  and 
laundry  employ  both  male  and  female.  Collieries  appear  to  have 
been  working  better  during  the  year  and  there  are  now  quite  a number 
of  Arnold  men  working  at  Bilsthorpc  Colliery,  but  owing  to  the 
gradual  mechanisation  of  the  collieries  there  is  only  a small  chance  of 
the  unemployed  miner  being  re-absorbed  into  the  industry,  and 
unless  some  other  employment  can  be  found  for  him  the  chance  of 
his  obtaining  work  is  not  very  hopeful. 

I am  surprised  to  find  from  the  following  figures  which  have  been 
kindly  supplied  to  me  by  the  manager  of  the  Local  Labour  Exchange, 
that  there  is  a single  boy  or  girl  unemployed,  as  the  complaint  at 
practically  all  the  factories  during  the  year  has  been  that  they  could 
not  obtain  juvenile  labour.  I have  no  doubt  that  the  falling  birth 
rate  for  many  years  accounts  for  this  to  a great  extent  as  obviously 
there  are  fewer  young  persons  available. 

A new  Labour  Exchange  was  opened  during  the  year  ; it  is  a very 
great  improvement  on  the  old  premises. 

The  Stag  Cabinet  Co.,  started  work  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
but  their  premises  are  used  solely  for  storing  furniture  and  so  it  has 
not  helped  unemployment  very  much  ; they  employ  about  a dozen 
men  and  boys. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  any  particular  section  of  the  community 
suffer  from  an  excessive  incidence  of  or  mortality  from  tuberculosis 
or  other  diseases.

Transferable  Deaths: 

The  average  yearly  number  of  these  deaths  during  the  past  ten 
years  is  36,  but  in  1937  the  number  rose  to  64,  a third  of  the  number 
of  the  total  deaths,  which  is  a very  large  proportion  and  not  very  easy 
to  account  for  ; one  explanation  might  be  that  quite  a number  of 
these  deaths  occurred  in  elderly  persons,  who  might  have  been  sent 
to  an  institution  to  be  looked  after  chiefly  on  account  of  their  age.

Sickness  in  the  District: 

Excepting  for  the  wide-spread  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  and  referred  to  later  on  in  this  report,  there  is  no 
special  comment  to  be  made  on  the  general  state  of  the  health  of  the 
district  during  the  year. 

The  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  less  than  in  1936,  and  there 
were  fewer  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  ; the  other  notifiable  diseases 
were  about  the  same. 

As  usual  there  have  been  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  Mumps 
and  Chicken-pox.

Ambulance  Facilities : 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases.  A Motor  Ambulance  provided  and 
maintained  by  the  Basford  Rural  District  Council  for  the 
removal  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric. 
Small-pox.  Motor  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  cases  of 
small-pox,  maintained  by  the  Rushcliffe  Small-pox  Joint 
Hospital  Committee. 
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( b ) For  Non-infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  A new  25  h.p.  Morris 
Ambulance  was  purchased  during  the  year  ; it  has  given 
complete  satisfaction  and  the  smooth  running  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  patients  ; the  old  one  is  attached  to  the  Fire  Brigade  and 
is  being  found  very  useful.  The  members  of  the  47th  Notts. 
Voluntary  Aid  Detachment  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
provide  the  driver  and  orderlies.

The  Ambulance  then  was  in  use  1,086  times  during  the  year  and 
the  total  mileage  covered  was  10,066  ; the  work  increases  year  by  year 
with  the  growth  of  the  district,  the  figures  for  the  previous  two  years 
were  569  journeys  and  5,565  miles  in  1935,  and  666  and  7,240  respec- 
tively in  1936. 

The  contributions  received  were  only  £7  8s.  6cl.,  and  £3  of  this 
amount  was  received  from  Insurance  Companies  under  the  Road 
Traffic  Act  for  the  use  of  the  Ambulance  outside  the  district,  and  so 
only  £4  8s.  6d.  were  actually  received  from  patients,  a very  small 
amount  considering  the  time  and  trouble  taken  and  the  benefit 
received  ; some  people  apparently  do  not  appreciate  what  is  being 
done  for  them. 

Although  I am  in  favour  of  a free  ambulance  for  accidents  and 
emergencies,  1 do  think  that  some  of  these  patients  who  are  taken  to 
the  hospital  week  after  week  for  treatment,  massage,  electricity,  etc., 
should  make  an  effort  to  contribute  something,  provided  of  course 
they  are  able  to  do  so  ; it  will  be  noticed  that  some  500  such  journeys 
were  made.  There  is  no  reason  either,  why,  in  a motor  accident  in 
the  district  a claim  should  not  be  made  to  the  Insurance  Company 
for  the  use  of  the  ambulance  under  the  Road  Traffic  Act  ; this  would 
not  do  away  with  the  idea  of  a free  ambulance  as  the  patient  would 
not  have  to  pay.  I would  like  to  express  on  behalf  of  the  medical  men 
in  the  district  our  appreciation  of  the  careful  and  skilful  way  in  which 
patients  are  moved.  I was  much  struck  the  other  day  by  the  way  a 
broken  thigh  was  splinted  and  removed  to  the  ambulance  ; it  could 
not  have  been  done  better. 

(c)  For  Maternity  Patients.  These  patients  are  taken  to  the 
hospital  in  the  ordinary  way  in  the  ambulance. 

Nursing  in  the  Home: 

(a)  General. 

This  has  been  carried  on  as  in  previous  years  by  the 
Arnold,  Daybrook  and  Woodthorpe  Nursing  Association.  In 
my  last  report  I outlined  a scheme  whereby  it  was  hoped  that  a 
second  nurse,  who  was  required  in  this  increasing  district,  would 
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be  able  to  be  supported.  I am  glad  to  say  that  the  scheme  has 
met  with  distinct  approval  and  support  owing  to  the  untiring 
help  of  the  collectors  and  to  the  goodwill  of  the  people  generally 
in  being  willing  to  help  those  less  fortunate  than  themselves. 

The  Committee  are  very  grateful  for  the  financial  aid  given 
by  various  clubs  and  organisations  in  the  district  ; especially 
I would  like  to  mention  the  Arnold  Liberal  Club  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Show  and  the  Arnold  Working  Men’s  Club  which 
have  subscribed  so  liberally  for  a number  of  years. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases: 

There  is  no  special  arrangement  for  nursing  infectious 

cases. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  These  centres  are  established  at 
the  Council  Offices,  Arnot  Hill  House,  and  in  Front  Street,  the  former 
being  open  every  Wednesday  and  Thursday  afternoon  and  the  latter 
on  Wednesday  morning.

These  figures  although  not  quite  a record  show  the  sustained 
popularity  of  this  work.  In  my  last  Annual  Report,  I said,  referring 
to  the  branch  clinic  in  Front  Street,  that  in  the  near  future  some  other 
premises  would  have  to  be  obtained,  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  time  has 
now  arrived,  and  I am  glad  that  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the 
subject  is  under  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Council,  and  I am 
hoping  that  very  soon  we  shall  have  accommodation  worthy  of  the 
district.  In  1935,  when  this  clinic  was  started  the  attendances  were 
258,  in  1937  they  had  risen  to  579  ; and  I feel  certain  that  with 
improved  accommodation  and  more  comfort  mothers  will  be  more 
inclined  to  go  there  and  it  will  help  to  relieve  the  congestion  which  so 
often  occurs  at  Arnot  Hill. 
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The  Health  Visitor  in  her  report  supplies  some  additional 
interesting  figures. 

School  Clinics: 

There  are  two  for  which  the  Council  is  responsible,  the  Minor 
Ailment  and  the  Dental  for  pre-school  children  ; they  are  administered 
by  the  Nottinghamshire  Education  Committee. 

Hospitals: 

Previous  reports  give  full  details  of  all  the  Hospitals  serving  this 
district.  I am  sure  I am  expressing  the  views  of  all  the  local  medical 
men  when  I put  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  great  help  which  the 
Hospitals  in  Nottingham  give  us  in  difficult  or  obscure  cases  ; no 
urgent  case  is  ever  refused,  and  the  Consulting  Surgeons  and  Physicians 
are  extremely  kind  in  always  communicating  to  us  by  letter  their 
opinion  of  the  cases. 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  County  Council  and  Women’s 
Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  complicated  maternity  cases  continue 
as  before,  and  several  cases  have  been  sent  ; there  will  always  be  a 
certain  amount  of  difficulty  in  deciding  how  much  the  patient  can  be 
expected  to  pay  towards  the  cost,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
there  is  no  alternative  as  none  of  the  cases  that  are  sent  could  possibly 
be  treated  at  home. 

As  these  reports  are  for  the  information  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
as  well  as  for  the  Local  Authority  I feel  bound  to  mention  again  my 
concern  and  anxiety  about  a Hospital  for  the  isolation  of  infectious 
diseases.  Last  October  1 received  a notice  from  the  Basford  Rural 
Council  stating  that  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  could  be 
admitted  into  their  Hospital  from  outside  districts  for  some  weeks, 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  that  restriction  is  still  in  force  ; it 
may  be  a serious  problem  for  any  of  the  Authorities  concerned  as  at 
any  time  a case  of  either  of  these  diseases  might  require  an  urgent 
operation  which  could  not  be  performed  at  home. 

The  County  Council  under  Section  185  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  have  taken  action  to  provide  an  infectious  hospital  for  the 
County,  but  it  will  probably  be  several  years  before  it  is  ready.  1 
understand  there  has  been  a delay  about  the  site,  so,  in  my  opinion, 
it  is  the  duty  of  local  authorities  to  provide  a hospital  till  the  County 
one  is  available.  As  you  are  aware  the  idea  of  utilizing  the  Rushcliffe 
Small-pox  Hospital  for  this  purpose  has  been  considered  ; it  is  not  an 
ideal  structure  and  would  require  a great  deal  of  money  spending  on  it 
to  make  it  at  all  suitable,  but  as  some  of  the  districts  are  against  the 
proposal  the  scheme  at  present  is  in  abeyance.  The  only  other 
solution  would  be  to  find  another  Hospital  willing  to  take  outside 
cases,  and  I know  of  none  which  would  consider  the  proposal. 
Mansfield  and  Worksop  are  the  only  places  in  this  neighbourhood 
possessing  Hospitals  of  any  size  and  they  are  not  large  enough  for 
their  own  population. 
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I am  able  to  give  the  following  interesting  details  of  Arnold 
residents  who  were  treated  in  the  Nottingham  General  Hospital  during 
1936  (the  figures  foi  1937  are  not  yet  available)  and  the  cost  to  the 
Hospital  : — 


There  were  34  more  in-patients  and  25  more  out-patients  than  in 
the  previous  year  and  the  extra  cost  to  the  hospital  was  £210  16s.  Od. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services: 

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  three  midwives  were  appointed 
to  this  district  ; it  was  rather  surprising  to  find  how  well  and  quickly 
patients  took  to  the  altered  circumstances,  as  two  were  strangers  and 
one  midwife  who  had  had  a large  practice  in  this  district  for  a number 
of  years  obtained  an  appointment  in  the  City,  and  was  therefore 
unavailable  for  her  old  patients  here. 

The  midwives  appear  happy  and  contented  in  their  new 
surroundings,  and,  so  far  as  I have  heard,  have  given  satisfaction  to 
their  patients.  It  is  a great  convenience  to  the  patients  that  all  the 
midwives  are  on  the  telephone.  The  following  is  their  record  of  work 
from  August  1st  : —

The  Consultants  for  difficult  and  complicated  cases  of  midwifery 
are  the  same,  but  their  services  were  only  once  required. 

I notice  in  the  Health  Visitor’s  Report  that  66  of  the  birth 
notifications  were  from  other  local  authorities,  presumably  the 
majority  of  these  were  confinements  in  nursing  homes  which  are 
increasing  in  popularity  ; unfortunately  there  is  sometimes  delay  in 
transferring  the  birth  to  this  district  in  these  cases. 

Section  203  of  the  Public  Health  Act  requires  the  father  of  the 
child  or  any  one  in  attendance  on  the  mother  to  notify  the  birth 
within  36  hours  ; the  midwives  never  fail  to  do  this,  but  when  a doctor 
has  been  attending  and  no  midwife,  it  has  frequently  happened  that 
no  notification  has  been  made  at  all,  this  hampers  the  work  of  the 
Health  Visitor  who  only  hears  of  the  birth  casually  or  obtains  informa- 
tion from  the  registrar  some  weeks  after.  It  is  not  much  good  relying 
on  the  father,  who  probably  knows  nothing  of  the  regulation,  so  1 
would  ask  all  doctors  to  make  a point  of  notifying  the  births  in  these 
cases  ; it  is  not  much  trouble  as  a stamped  addressed  postcard  is 
provided  for  this  purpose.

One  hundred  and  seventy-two  women  attended  this  clinic  during 
the  year  and  made  439  attendances.

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  this  cnnic  is  increasing  in 
popularity  and  as  usual  sessions  have  been  held  weekly.  These 
clinics  are  of  extreme  value  as  abnormalities  are  detected  and  steps 
taken  accordingly.  Three  cases  to  my  knowledge  were  referred  to  the 
Women’s  Hospital  and  each  had  to  have  a Caesarian  section,  they  all 
did  well  ; several  women  were  X-rayed,  etc. 

Taking  288  as  the  total  of  live  and  still  births,  the  proportion  of 
mothers  who  attend  this  clinic  is  59-72  per  cent,  and  I think  it  must  be 
agreed  that  this  is  a most  satisfactory  figure.  The  remaining  40  per 
cent,  are  chiefly  doctors’  cases  and  those  confined  in  Nursing  Homes 
and  they  obtain  ante-natal  supervision  either  at  home  or  at  the 
Nursing  Home,  so,  as  I said  in  my  last  report,  I do  not  think  there 
are  many  women  in  the  district  who  do  not  receive  ante-natal  care. 

This  satisfactory  result  can  only  be  obtained  if  the  midwives 
persuade  the  women  to  come  and  attend  with  them,  and  I am  glad  to 
say  that  they  co-operate  with  the  doctors  in  this  way. 

Thirty-seven  sterilised  outfits  were  sold  during  the  year. 

Adexolin  capsules  are  supplied  during  the  last  three  months  of 
pregnancy  and  free  milk  in  suitable  cases. 

So  far  the  post-natal  clinic  has  not  been  a success,  very  few 
women  attend  ; it  may  be  a good  sign  that  they  feel  perfectly  well 
and  do  not  think  it  necessary,  but  from  a doctor’s  point  of  view  it 
would  be  more  satisfactory.  At  present  as  the  numbers  do  not 
justify  a separate  clinic,  I combine  the  ante-  and  post-natal  clinics 
and  I presume  the  other  doctors  do  the  same.  Twenty-eight  women 
received  ante-natal  dental  treatment. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers, 

Illegitimate  Infants  and  Homeless  Children  in  the  area: 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  tor  unmarried  mothers,  etc., 
m the  district. 
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Maternal  and  Infant  Mortality: 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year,  she  died  in  the 
hospital  from  heart  failure  following  an  operation  in  connection  with 
her  pregnancy  ; it  was  an  event  which  could  not  have  been  foreseen 
or  prevented.  As  I said  in  my  last  report  one  such  death  in  this 
district  is  approximately  the  average  of  the  rest  of  the  country,  the 
rate  is  3.66  per  1,000  live  births  and  3.48  per  1,000  total  births 
compared  with  3.23  and  3.11  respectively,  for  England  and  Wales. 

Regarding  Infant  Mortality,  the  statistics  for  a number  of  years 
appear  in  a previous  table  and  it  will  be  noticed  the  present  rate  of  40 
is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  district.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  infantile  death  rate  is  calculated  on  known  figures,  the  actual 
number  of  deaths  and  births,  and  is  therefore  absolutely  reliable,  more 
so  even  than  the  ordinary  birth  and  death  rates  which  are  calculated 
on  the  estimated  population. 

There  were  only  11  infant  deaths,  seven  of  them  being  inward 
transfers. 

Health  Visiting: 

Miss  Hodgson  left  the  district  at  the  end  of  May  to  take  up  duty 
elsewhere  after  two-and-a-half  years’  service  ; she  did  excellent  work 
and  we  were  all  sorry  to  lose  her.  In  Miss  Farrelly,  who  succeeded 
her,  we  have  a very  well  qualified  and  efficient  Health  Visitor  ; she 
commenced  duty  on  June  14th.  Miss  Hodgson  thoughtfully  left  an 
epitome  of  the  work  she  had  done  during  the  year,  so  the  Health 
Visitor  has  combined  this  report  with  her  own. 

I find  that  they  paid  3,365  visits  and  that  the  attendances  of  the 
children  at  the  centres  were  5,675,  which  is  very  nearly  a record. 

Her  report  follows  and  shows  in  a concise  form  the  amount  of 
work  which  has  been  done  during  the  year.

Infant  Life  Protection— Children  Act,  1908: 

There  were  six  boarded-out  children  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
Health  Visitor  pays  periodical  visits  to  these  children  and  she  tells  me 
that  she  thinks  they  are  well  looked  after. 

There  has  been  no  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  during 
the  year  as  regards  this  work. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment: 

Patients  requiring  this  treatment  are  sent  to  the  Orthopaedic 
Department  of  the  General  Hospital  or  to  the  Cripples’  Guild. 


SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


General: 

The  district  has  for  some  years  been  particularly  free  from 
notifiable  diseases  ; not  since  1914  when  there  were  205  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  has  there  been  any  widespread  epidemic  of  notifiable  diseases, 
of  course  there  have  been  outbreaks  of  Influenza,  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  from  time  to  time,  but  as  these  are  not  notifiable  no  record  can 
be  kept. 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  which  have  occurred  during  the  year,  also  the  age  groups  and 
deaths.  Tuberculosis  is  similarly  treated  in  a separate  table.  The 
total  number  notified  was  only  28,  and  including  Tuberculosis  49,  a 
decrease  of  22  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  was 
mainly  in  the  number  of  pneumonia  cases.  The  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis notifications  were  practically  identical  with  those  in  1936.

Scarlet  Fever. — Ten  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  most 
of  them  occurred  in  September  and  October.  As  usual  the  type  of 
disease  was  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause.  Two  were 
sent  to  the  Basford  Sanatorium,  one  of  which  had  been  sent  erroneously 
to  the  Bagthorpe  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  first  place  and  was  subse- 
quently transferred  to  Basford. 

Pneumonia. — Ten  cases  were  notified  compared  with  twenty-two 
in  the  previous  year.  There  were  four  deaths,  all  of  which  had  been 
notified.  I think  this  disease  is  fairly  well  notified,  as  some  of  the 
deaths  are  due  to  a secondary  pneumonia  and  it  is  only  primary  or 
influenzal  pneumonia  that  comes  under  the  regulations  for  notification. 

The  death  rate  is  0.22  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Diphtheria. — Two  cases  were  notified,  both  were  sent  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  and  both  recovered.  So  far  as  I am  aware  prompt 
use  of  anti-toxin  is  made  in  the  district. 

Puerperal  Pyreia. — There  were  three  cases  notified.  One 
was  definitely  due  to  influenza,  and  the  others  were  cases  of  tonsillitis 
and  it  was  found  that  a woman  who  was  suffering  from  a cold  and  sore 
throat  had  been  looking  after  these  two  ; she  was  of  course  immediately 
stopped  from  attending  them.  They  were  all  treated  at  home  and 
made  excellent  recoveries. 

In  order  to  obtain  earlier  and  more  accurate  information  with 
regard  to  pyrexial  conditions  in  lying-in  women  the  Ministry  introduced 
the  compulsory  notification  of  this  condition. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  defined  as,  “any  febrile  condition  occurring 
in  a woman  within  21  days  after  child-birth  in  which  a temperature 
of  100.4  or  more  has  been  sustained  during  a period  of  24  hours  or  has 
recurred  during  that  period.’’  It  will  be  appreciated  that  many 
complaints  may  necessitate  a notification  of  puerperal  pyrexia  although 
they  may  have  had  no  connection  with  the  confinement.  I have 
always  thought  the  term  rather  misleading. 

Influenza. — A widespread  epidemic  commenced  during  the  last 
week  of  1936  and  continued  until  the  first  week  of  February,  when  there 
was  a dramatic  cessation.  It  followed  the  usual  course  of  such 
outbreaks  and  there  was  nothing  unusual  in  the  attacks,  the  chief 
symptoms  were  severe  headache,  a very  tiresome  tracheal  cough  and 
the  usual  aches  and  pains,  the  temperature  was  high  for  only  a few 
days.  The  heart  appeared  to  suffer  more  than  the  lungs  in  this  epi- 
demic, but  two  deaths  were  classified  as  influenzal  pneumonia. 

Measles. — This  complaint  was  epidemic  throughout  the  whole 
district  during  July  and  August,  it  was  generally  of  a mild  type  and 
there  was  only  one  death  from  this  cause. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (OTHER  THAN  TUBERCULOSIS)  DURING  THE  YEAR  1937. 
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I should  like  again  to  remark  on  the  increasing  care  with  which 
parents  nowadays  treat  their  children  with  this  complaint  ; in 
nearly  all  cases  they  promptly  put  the  child  to  bed  and  send  for  a 
doctor.  Formerly  a medical  man  was  only  considered  necessary  when 
there  were  signs  of  distressed  breathing  or  some  other  complication. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Two  cases  were  notified,  one  very 
severe.  Both  recovered  without  any  loss  of  sight. 


Disinfection  has,  as  usual,  been  carried  out  in  a very  thorough 
manner  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  I cannot 


call  to  mind  a single  instance  in  which  another  case  has  occurred  after 

the  disinfection.

The  average  age  at  death  was  67.19  in  the  male  and  63.06  in  the 
female. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  arrangements  made  for  the 
treatment  of  this  disease  at  the  General  and  other  hospitals  in  the 
district,  nor  indeed  do  I think  there  could  be  any  improvements,  as 
the  supply  of  radium  is  sufficient  and  patients  obtain  treatment  with 
the  least  possible  delay.  The  headquarters  of  the  Radium  Institute 
are  at  the  General  Hospital  but  radium  is  lent  to  other  hospitals  in 
the  district.  No  less  than  182  new  patients  were  treated  with  radium 
and  over  1,000  attendances  were  made  at  the  out-patients  clinics  at 
the  hospital. 

The  Radium  Registrar  in  his  yearly  report  again  urges  the 
importance  of  early  treatment  and  makes  the  point  that  delay  in 
seeking  treatment  is  so  frequently  due  to  some  ill-defined  fear  or 
to  the  false  hope  that  the  lump  will  disappear,  or  by  precious  time  bemg 
lost  in  trying  some  quack  or  useless  remedy.

During  the  year  three  pulmonary  cases  removed  to  other  districts 
and  three,  who  had  had  no  signs  or  symptoms  for  a number  of  years, 
w'ere  considered  cured.

giving  a total  of  91,  compared  with  83  at  the  same  time  in  1936. 

There  were  six  deaths  irom  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  four  of 
which  had  been  previously  notified  ; one  of  the  un-notified  cases  was 
that  of  a patient  who  removed  into  this  district  from  just  over  the 
City  boundary  and  was  being  attended  by  the  same  doctor,  and  he 
never  gave  it  a thought  that  he  should  re-notify  to  me.  It  was  not  a 
case  of  wilful  non-compliance  with  the  regulations.  The  other  was  an 
inward  transfer  who  died  at  an  Institution  for  imbeciles  and  developed 
the  disease  there.  The  doctor  apparently  forgot  that  he  should  have 
notified  it  to  the  place  of  the  usual  residence  of  the  patient. 
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There  were  two  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  one 
who  died  in  a hospital  was  un-notified  ; I could  get  no  explanation  of 
this. 


Local  notification  of  the  disease  is  quite  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality  from, 
tuberculosis  in  any  occupation  in  the  area. 

The  death  rate  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  0.34  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area: 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  Officer’s  Report  follows, 
and  contains  much  interesting  information  concerning  his  department ; 
it  shows  that  a great  deal  has  been  done  during  the  year. 

The  Housing  and  Slum  Clearance  Acts  have  added  considerably 
to  the  work  during  the  last  few  years,  and  I am  pleased  to  pay  a tribute 
to  the  thorough  and  efficient  way  in  which  it  has  been  done  and  to  his 
assistance  to  me  in  many  ways. 


Schools: 

These  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  I shall  be  glad 
when  we  have  some  modern  ones  to  replace  some  of  them. 

Pasteurised  milk  is  still  being  supplied  to  the  children  on  the 
authority  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  value  of  this  to  the 
children  is  undoubted,  but  in  my  opinion  it  has  rather  obscured  the 
necessity  of  a safe  milk  supply  for  the  nation  generally. 

Pasteurised  milk  is  really  the  only  safe  grade  of  milk,  admittedly 
if  every  one  drank  milk  from  tuberculosis-free  cows,  there  would  be  a 
great  deal  less  tuberculosis,  but  quite  probably  not  much  less  illness 
due  to  other  organisms  conveyed  by  milk,  the  chief  of  which  are 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever,  which  are  only  destroyed 
with  certainty  by  heat  treatment,  whether  boiling  in  the  home  or 
pasteurisation.  I believe  a Milk  Bill  is  under  consideration  in  which 
a measure  of  compulsory  pasteurisation  is  promised.  On  nutritional 
grounds  there  can  be  no  objection  to  pasteurisation,  as  there  is  abund- 
ant evidence  that  it  does  not  significantly  affect  the  value  of  milk  as  a 
food. 

The  head  teachers  of  the  various  schools  have  been  helpful  in 
giving  me  information  of  infectious  diseases  in  their  schools,  which 
has  been  extremely  useful,  especially  concerning  non- notifiable  diseases, 
of  which  one  would  probably  only  casually  hear.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  this  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Administration  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1937. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  present  this  Report  at  an 
early  date,  with  the  continual  alterations  in  legislation,  etc.,  taking 
place,  the  time  and  nature  of  the  routine  work  of  the  Department,  and 
special  schemes  which  arise  from  time  to  time. 

At  the  end  of  1937  the  following  matters  were  outstanding,  and 
it  is  necessary  that  the  whole  of  the  work  entailed  in  connection 
therewith  should  be  kept  moving  at  the  same  time  : — 

1.  Completion  of  the  1937  and  1938  periods  of  the  Five-Year 

Slum  Clearance  programme,  including  the  making  of 

Demolition  Orders  and  re-housing  of  the  persons  required  to 

be  displaced. 

2.  Abatement  of  outstanding  Overcrowding  Cases. 

3.  Provision  of  additional  Dressing  Accommodation  at  the  Public 

Baths. 

4.  Preparation  of  Scheme  and  Contracts  for  conversion  of  350 

waste-water  closets. 

5.  Purchase  of  new  10-cubic  yard  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle. 

6.  Scheme  for  collection  of  Trade  Refuse,  and  Agreements  as  to 

charges. 
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The  two  most  important  features  of  the  year  were  (1)  The  Housing 
Act,  1936,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1937,  and 
(2)  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  became  operative  on  the  1st 
October,  1937.  Both  these  important  measures,  which  form  the  basis 
of  the  major  part  of  our  work,  have  consolidated  and  extended  the 
provisions  of  numerous  previous  Acts  of  Parliament  extending  over  a 
number  of  years.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  administrative  duties  of 
your  Council  may  be  allowed  to  proceed  quietly  for  a number  of  years 
to  come,  and  that  these  new  laws  may  become  stabilised  in  order  that 
the  public  may  benefit  to  the  same  extent  as  under  the  provisions  of 
the  recently  repealed  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

Any  further  remarks  I will  reserve  and  include  under  the  respective 
headings  of  the  following  Report. 

Building  Operations:

Water  Supply: 

The  supply  of  drinking  water  in  this  district  is  provided  and 
maintained  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  and  is  available  to  all 
parts  of  the  Urban  District.  The  supply  has  been  constant  and  of 
good  quality. 

I am  again  indebted  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Davies,  Engineer  and  General 
Manager  of  the  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department,  for  the 
following  information. 
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During  the  year,  1,634  yards  of  new  water  mains  have  been  laid 
in  the  district.  This  has  been  necessary  in  consequence  of  building 
operations. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  quantity  of  water  used  in  Arnold  during 
1937,  for  domestic  and  industrial  purposes  was  214,226,000  gallons.

Meteorological  Report: 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Arnold  B.  Tinn,  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Meteorological  Society,  it  is  possible  to  include  the  following  notes  on 
the  weather  and  summary  of  meteorological  observations  taken  at  his 
Woodthorpe  station,  for  the  year  1937. 


The  height  of  this  station  is  225  feet  O.D. 


I should  like  to  record  the  fact  that  Mr.  Tinn  has  for  some  time 
been  sending  his  monthly  reports  to  the  Arnold  Library,  and  it  is 
intended  that  these  shall  be  preserved  for  future  reference. 

Notes:  The  year  1937  was  slightly  warmer  than  usual  with  a 
slight  excess  in  rainfall.  The  first  months  were  very  wet,  but  the 
summer  was  abnormally  dry. 


February  with  4.17  inches  was  the  wettest  month,  and  October 
with  3.62  inches  had  the  second  largest  total,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  first  three  weeks  of  that  month  were  practically  rainless.  The 
driest  month  was  August  with  only  0.29  inches,  and  June  with  0.37 
inches  was  almost  as  dry.  December  had  24  days  with  rain,  and 
January  and  February  22  days  each.  June  had  only  six  rain 
days,  August  seven,  and  November  nine. 


The  only  months  with  a mean  temperature  well  below  the  average 
were  March  and  December.  August  was  the  warmest  month,  and 
July  followed.  The  warmest  days  were  July  3rd  with  82.4,  and  August 
3rd  with  82.2.  Frost  occurred  on  71  nights.  There  was  more  snow 
than  usual,  snow  falling  on  32  days.  The  total  depth  of  undrifted 
snow  for  the  year  was  19  inches.  The  two  severe  snowstorms  of 
February  28th  and  March  11th  accounted  for  13  inches  between  them. 


SUMMARY  OF  METEOROLOGICAL  OBSERVATIONS  AT  WOODTHORPE,  1937. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

No  alterations  to  the  main  outfall  sewers  of  the  district  have 
taken  place  during  the  year  although  a number  of  branch  sewers  and 
extensions  have  been  provided  on  account  of  building  development 
and  private  street  works. 

A separate  system  of  sewers  exists  in  this  district  for  the  purpose 
of  storm  water  and  foul  drainage. 

As  regards  the  findings  of  the  Sub-Committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  “sufficiency”  of  the  main  outfalls  of  the  district,  mentioned 
in  the  report  for  1936,  no  definite  scheme  has  yet  been  placed  before 
the  Council. 


Rivers  and  Streams: 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  Urban  District,  and  I 
have  nothing  further  to  add  to  previous  observations  made  regarding 
the  few  minor  brook-courses  in  the  district.

With  the  exception  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  water  closets, 
due  to  the  erection  of  new  dwelling-houses,  etc.,  there  have  been  no 
changes  in  the  closet  accommodation  of  the  district. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  it  is  now  possible  for  local  authorities  to  replace  waste-water  or 
slop  closets  with  the  standard  type  of  water  closet,  and  your  Council 
have  considered  a preliminary  scheme  for  converting  the  345  such 
closets  in  this  district.  This  scheme  will  be  reported  on  in  more 
detail  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1938. 
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As  regards  the  21  pail  closets,  it  will  be  possible  during  the  current 
year  to  convert  13  of  these  ; a public  sewer  will  become  available  to 
the  premises. 


Public  Cleansing: 

No  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  twelve  months  in  the 
system  of  collection,  apart  from  a hired  vehicle  being  used  for  one 
additional  day  per  week. 

On  account  of  the  extensive  building  operations  in  the  district 
and  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  a 5-cubic  yard  vehicle  which  has  been 
in  service  nine  years,  it  is  proposed  to  purchase  a new  10-cubic  yard 
refuse  vehicle.  The  main  units  will  then  consist  of  one  7-  and  one 
10-cubic  yard  vehicles.  The  5-cubic  yard  vehicle  will  be  utilised  as  a 
relief  during  holiday  periods  and  break-downs.  This  will  obviate  the 
present  system  of  hiring  an  ordinary  open  tipping  lorry  which  has 
given  rise  to  a certain  number  of  complaints  owing  to  the  absence  of 
proper  dust  covers. 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  at  the  Daybrook  Tip  has  been  continued 
to  my  satisfaction  and  no  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  nuisances 
arising  therefrom.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  I estimate  this 
tip  may  continue  to  be  used  for  a further  twelve  months.

Legal  Proceedings: 

No  police  court  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year  under 
the  Public  Health  Laws  or  other  Acts  of  Parliament  affecting  the 
duties  of  your  Health  Department. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction: 

This  work  has  continued  to  receive  the  active  interest  of  the 
Department.  One  hundred  and  fifteen  packets  of  poison  (Red  Sqill 
biscuits)  have  been  supplied  from  the  office,  with  good  results. 

Eighty-five  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  infested 
premises  and  suitable  advice  given  or  action  taken. 
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Rat  Week,  1937. — The  following  report  was  made  to  the 
Building  and  Sanitary  Committee  on  25th  November,  1937  : — “For 
the  information  of  members  I beg  to  report  that  1,728  rat  baits 
(Barium  Carbonate)  were  put  down  in  70  sewer  manholes  in  various 
parts  of  the  Urban  District,  at  a total  cost  of  £3  4s.  7|d.,  including 
labour. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  during  Rat  Week  at  least  50  dead 
rats  were  counted  at  the  Refuse  Tip,  having  been  deposited  in  dustbins 
chiefly  in  the  Redhill  and  Woodthorpe  districts. 

It  is  usual  to  find  an  average  of  at  least  20  rats  a week,  and  this 
is  also  confirmed  by  the  number  of  empty  Rodine  tins  found  in  the 
refuse.  On  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  over  1 ,000  rats  are  destroyed 
each  year  of  which  we  have  definite  knowledge.  This  speaks  well  for 
the  keen  interest  taken  by  the  public  in  general. 

A recent  inspection  of  the  Dorket  Head  Refuse  Tip  disclosed  no 
sign  whatever  of  rat  infestation.” 

Disposal  of  the  Dead  : 

I append  herewith  certain  information  respecting  the  Cemetery 
for  which  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  Lane,  Cemetery  Superintendent.

Smoke  Abatement: 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  formal  action  was  necessary 
during  the  year  with  regard  to  nuisances  from  smoke.  The  Depart- 
ment continues  to  receive  the  continued  support  of  the  owners  of 
industrial  premises  in  the  district,  and  of  their  engineers,  who  regard 
the  emission  of  black  smoke  as  a reflection  on  their  efficiency. 

The  complaints  received  by  the  Department  have  been  chiefly 
in  connection  with  small  greenhouses  attached  to  dwelling-houses, 
and  with  a little  care  on  the  part  of  the  owners,  mainly  as  to  the  fuel 
used,  such  complaints  would  not  have  arisen. 


Disinfestation: 

Seven  privately-owned  houses  have  been  subjectedto  disinfestation 
during  the  year,  five  for  bugs  and  two  for  fleas.  The  work  is  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  Department  and  good  results  have  been 
obtained.  The  methods  used  have  not  been  altered  from  those  given 
in  last  year’s  Report. 

Liquid  disinfectants  and  insecticides  are  given  out  from  the 
office  as  occasion  requires. 


SECTION  D.— HOUSING. 


Slum  Clearance: 

No  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of 
re-housing  persons  requiring  to  be  displaced  from  insanitary  houses. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  whole  of  the  outstanding 
properties  for  the  years  1937  and  1938,  have  been  dealt  with  as 
regards  the  making  of  Demolition  Orders,  etc. 
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To  complete  the  Five-year  Programme,  97  houses  are  required, 
consisting  of  : — 

31  One-bedroomed  houses  (Bungalows). 

44  Two-bedroomed  houses. 

18  Three-bedroomed  houses. 

4 Four-bedroomed  houses. 

Total  97  houses,  providing  accommodation  for  325  persons, 
although  actually  displacing  only  289  persons.  Provision  has  already 
been  made  for  the  erection  of  50  houses  (36  two-bedroomed,  and  14 
three-bedroomed)  on  the  Coppice  Road  Estate,  and  2 three-bedroomed 
houses  have  recently  been  completed  and  occupied  on  the  Ravenswood 
Estate. 

Your  Surveyor’s  Department  are  at  the  moment  preparing  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  erection  of  the  remaining  14  houses. 

As  regards  the  31  one-bedroomed  bungalows,  these  are  required 
for  persons  living  alone  in  condemned  houses.  These  people  are 
chiefly  aged  persons  in  receipt  of  pensions,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of 
your  Housing  Committee  that  these  bungalows  should  be  erected 
on  a site  within  easy  access  of  shops  and  other  facilities,  and  it  has 
been  decided  to  utilise  a part  of  Atherley’s  land,  off  Front  Street,  for 
this  purpose. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  indicated  that  in  view  of  the  circum- 
stances of  these  people,  he  would  offer  no  objection  in  principle  to  the 
building  of  a number  of  one-bedroomed  bungalows  for  the  aged 
persons  concerned.

Twenty-six  routine  inspections  were 
made,  apart  from  casual  visits,  and  no  serious  contraventions  were 
observed.  The  marked  improvement  in  the  methods  and  premises  of 
dairymen  in  recent  years  is  very  noticeable.  I put  this  down  mainly 
to  the  greater  publicity  given  to  the  value  of  milk  as  a food  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  some  few  years  ago. 
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At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  there  were  16  producers  of 
milk  registered  in  the  district,  A change  in  the  tenancy  of  one  farm 
took  place  during  the  year,  and  there  was  one  new  registration,  so  that 
17  premises  were  registered  at  the  end  of  1937.  These  were  visited 
on  22  occasions.  It  is  found  that  cowsheds,  etc.,  are  now  kept  in 
better  condition  as  regards  repair  and  cleanliness,  and  the  only  contra- 
ventions observed  related  to  accumulations  of  manure  adjoining 
cowsheds.  Structural  improvements  were  carried  out  at  one  farm, 
and  a scheme  was  prepared  for  the  erection  of  a new  cowshed,  milk- 
store  and  sterilising  room  at  another  farm  but  this  scheme  was  not 
commenced  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  following  Licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1936,  were  renewed  during  the  year  : — 

One  Pasteuriser’s  Licence. 

One  Dealer’s  Licence  for  “Tuberculin  Tested”  Milk. 

One  Supplementary  Licence  for  “Tuberculin-Tested”  Milk. 

One  Supplementary  Licence  for  “Pasteurised”  Milk. 

The  following  summary  relating  to  samples  of  milk  taken  by 
Inspectors  of  the  County  Council  shows  an  alarming  increase  in  the 
number  of  adulterated  samples  discovered.  Milk  is  plentiful  enough 
in  itself  without  increasing  the  supply  with  added  water,  and  to  my 
mind  the  law  should  be  strengthened  so  that  in  flagrant  cases  the 
offender  could  be  prohibited  from  continuing  in  business  either  as  a 
producer  or  a retailer  of  milk. 

As  regards  the  milk  supply  in  general,  it  would  have  been  better 
for  the  nation  and  for  school-children  in  particular,  if  the  elimination 
of  infected  cows  from  milking  herds  had  been  effected  first,  before  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board  had  commenced  its  activities  with  the  “Drink 
more  Milk”  campaign,  which  includes  milk  for  schools,  etc.,  and  the 
opening  of  countless  milk-bars  throughout  the  country. 

Bovine  tuberculosis  is  transmissible  to  humans  through  the  milk 
supply,  and  with  a disease-free  milk  the  continuance  of  this  disease 
would  be  greatly  reduced,  although  it  would  take  a considerable  time 
for  the  damage  already  done  to  the  human  race  to  be  finally  eradicated. 
The  only  safe-guards  to  the  public  obtaining  at  the  moment  are  the 
use  of  “Tuberculin-Tested,”  “Pasteurised”  and  “Sterilised”  Milk.

Slaughter-houses: 

The  six  annual  Licences  were  renewed  for  a further  twelve 
months. 

Seven  hundred  and  forty-six  visits  have  been  made  during  the 
year  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection,  byelaws,  and  slaughtering. 
The  whole  of  these  premises  have  been  well  conducted  during  the  year, 
and  the  butchers  have  continued  to  comply  with  the  numerous 
regulations,  etc.,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Department. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is  slightly  less  this  year 
as  compared  with  1936,  due  chiefly  to  less  pigs  being  killed  locally. 
The  numbers  for  cattle  and  sheep  are  appreciably  higher. 

The  amount  of  meat  condemned  is  higher  this  year  than  for  some 
time.  This  may  be  due  to  the  eradication  of  infected  cattle  under  the 
“Accredited”  Milk  Scheme.  These  animals  are  unofficially  taken  out 
of  a milking  herd,  and  sent  in  to  the  Fat  Markets  to  the  detriment  of  the 
butcher.  I use  the  expression  “unofficially”  as  meaning  privately, 
because  the  official  procedure  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  is  for 
known  cases  of  infected  milk  beasts  to  be  taken  and  slaughtered  under 
the  supervision  of  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Veterinary  Inspectors. 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

No  cases  of  cruelty  or  unnecessary  suffering  to  animals  have  been 
observed.  The  butchers  and  slaughtermen  have  complied  with  all 
the  requirements  of  the  law  in  relation  to  the  slaughter  of  animals.
